Winter Management—In 
the first place, you do not 
ned a warm stall. Any 
place which is dry and pro- 
tected from the rain, wind, 
and snow is satisfactory. If 
vour calf is securing the 
amount of feed he should to 
keep him doing his best, he 
will be warm enough. His stall should be heavily bedded and clean- 
ed out frequently, preferably every day. Bedding is cheap and cuts 
down the feed bili. 

A calf should have water at least twice a day, although three 
times a day is better. An even better way is to have it before him 
stall times. Most club members make the mistake of letting their 
calves go too long before they begin breaking them to lead. A 
geod method is to halter the calf and tie him up as soon as you 
vt him and to keep him tied up. ‘Get him broken to the halter 
first. Tum him loose to go to water and then tie up again. This 


method of procedure will tame him down quite rapidly, especially

use of horn weights. One- 
half to three-fourths of a 
pound weights are heavy 
enough, if they are put on 
when they should be. Most 
herdsmen put them on for a 
week, take them off for three 
or four days, and then re- 
peat. This method will not 
break the horn and thus spoil the appearance. If the weight is 
fastened on with a set screw, the screw should be on the back or 
under side of the horn. 

When you want to fix his horns for show, you can ordinarily 
cut off about one-half inch with a hack saw. Then take a coarse 
file or rasp and remove the rough places and round off the end of 
the horn. Be careful, when rasping, to rasp away from the head, 
and not to leave deep cuts. Next, take a piece of broken glass 
and scrape the horn, beginning at the base and working toward 
the end of the horn. Push the hair back so you will not cut it off. 

After you have scraped the horn fairly smooth, take some steel 
wool or emery cloth and fin- 
ish the job. For the finish- 
ing touch a little sweet oil 
rubbed in with a rag and lots 
of elbow grease does about 
as well as anything. This 
will give the horn a waxy, 
healthy appearance. 

The feet are more of a 
problem than the horns. The 
toes should be cut short and 
so trimmed that the beast 
will stand squarely. A “sled- 
runner” shaped foot not only 
looks bad, but is hard on the 
animal. When the toes get 
3 or 4 inches long, it is high 
time to begin working on 
them. Quite a_ successful 
method of handling is to get 
the calf in a dehorning chute 
or single box stall, to trim 
down the hind feet. A good 
way of raising the hind feet

‘utves up instead of down. Both may be remedied by the judicious

is to put a saddle girth just 
above the hock and then 
raise the hind leg with eith- 
er a rope or block and tackle. 
Of course, the calf will make quite a fuss, but put a good man 
against the hip of the leg which you are raising and make some 
arrangement to put a 3 or 4-inch pole in front of the leg to hold it 
back and to keep him from kicking so much. Now take a pair 
of hoof pinchers, and putting the dull or blunt side on the outside 
wall of the toe, trim the toe down. Having trimmed it down suf- 
ficiently take a strong, sha:p knife and level the sole of the foot. 
Trim the front feet much the same as you would shoe a horse; 
that is, hold them similarly, although you will trim them the same 
as you will the hind feet. If you can’t handle your calf any other 
way, you can throw him and get a pretty (Continued on page 14 
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| Progressive Members Win First Move In Court 


Opposition Abandons Its Demurrer And Starts Over Again. 


Next Step Will Be Decisive! 


Gray-Lamar-Judy-Campbell are “Sitting vn the Gate’. 


The Progressives won the first move in the Court proceed- 
ings at Chicago the 28th of January. 

The Opposition, backed up against the wall, has abandoned 
its first plan of battle; changed front, and must now file its 
answer to our contentions before February 7th next. Then the 
case will be definitely set for trial. Our attorneys, Messrs. 
Dodd, Matheny & Edmunds, will press the whole procedure for- 
ward as rapidly as possible, and we hope the trial will come 
within the next thirty to fifty days. 

At that trial the full merits of the case will be gone into, 
and judgment rendered. We firmly believe judgment in our 
favor is promised by the law covering the matter, and with that 
outcome, the officers and directors elected by the Progressives 
at the last annual meeting would be declared legally elected and 
would take over the management of the Association’s affairs 
and install Representative Government with all possible speed. 

If, with a decision in our favor, the Opposition should decide 
to further resist the Membership of the Association in its ex- 
pressed wish, through its votes, to handle its own business, and 
should appeal to the Supreme Court, that appeal would probably 
be heard this spring. In the meantime our officers and direc- 
tors should be in charge of the Association’s business. 

Such, in brief, is as nearly as we can outline the matter as 
it stands today. 


The Legal Procedure 


Briefly, the legal procedure thus far has been as follows: 

The Opposition secured an injunction, without notice, re- 
straining our officers and directors from assuming office, etc. 
etc. 

Our attorneys filed a Cross Bill, which started the full facts 
in controversy and asked that a Court Order be issued, declaring, 
in effect, that our action at the annual meeting was proper and 
legal, etc., ete. 

Our attorneys secured a Court order restraining the Oppo- 
sition from expending the funds of the Association for other 
than necessary routine business, pending the outcome of the 
matter before the Court. 

The Opposition demurred to our Cross Bill. 

At the hearing on January 21st, the Court appeared un- 
willing to sustain the Opposition’s demurrer. The Opposition 
asked of the Court a weck’s time to decide on its further course 
of action. This was granted. 

That week expired on January 28th, and the Opposition 
asked permission of the Court to withdraw its demurrer and file 
an answer to our Cross Bill. 

The Court granted this permission and gave them ten days 
in which to file that answer. With that answer filed, date will 
be set for trial on the merits of the case. 


The General Situation 


After a full ‘year or more of careful thought and study of 
the Association’s affairs, the Membership voted by a majority 
of nearly 600 that it would, in the future, handle its own busi- 
ness, through Representative Government. 

The Gray-Lamar-Campbell-Judy group, through a proxy com- 
mittee of their own selection conceded that majority.

Not one of them has raised his voice for the membership 
and above self interest and stood for the good of the Association 
and the right of the membership to run its own business. These 
men have forfeited all right to consideration by the Association, 

It was not to be expected of Gray. For years he has been 
the stumbling block. Only too well he has known it. But his 
job has been bigger to him than the Association’s welfare. He 
has dragged the Association into Court at Association expense, 
to delay your taking possession of 'your own business. He will 
fight you to the end, for his job. 

Lamar, by every means at hand, and at the annual meeting, 


the right to run its own business, has extended his and Gray's 
terms of office and is clinging desperately to his, while he can. 
He has never given a detailed list of the loans of the Associ- 
ation’s funds, so many times asked of him. Nothing is to be ex- 
pected of this defiant Treasurer. 

Campbell has a record of defying even the Board of Direc- 
- in the past. Little he cares what the members have voted 
or. 

Judy, the boasted champion of the membership, raises no 
sound in behalf of the large majority of that membership, now 
that it has refused to follow him and his newfound partners—his 
self discredited enemies of yesterday. 

Nothing could have so clearly shown the selfish purpose of 
these men and their lack of size than their action in this matter. 
And this says nothing of the trickery attempted by some of 
these men in the ballot for directors at the annual meeting. 
Imagine a big man attempting such an unworthy piece of folly. 

So nothing but bitter opposition is to be expected of them 
by the members of this Association. 

Rely upon it, fellow members, we have undertaken this task 
and we will go through to a successful conclusion, until the con- 
trol of this Association is returned to the hands of its members. 

: Inquiries have come to us, asking whether, in the present 
state of affairs, entries, transfers, etc., should go forward to the 
office as usual. By all means—just as usual. The officers of 
the association are your bonded employees, and so long as they 
are in charge of your office, they are there to take care of ‘your 
business. 

We will address the membership from time to time through 
the columns of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. It is much less 
expensive than circular letters and our funds are limited. 

All members of our committee excepting Messrs. Battles, 
Davis and Hartley are parties to the Court procedings and must 
take no part in preparing or making announcements to the mem- 
bers until Court procedings release them—hence the members 
above noted are all that have authorized this notice. Date of 
closing the forms on the Journal has not given time to submit 
this statement to Messrs. Davis and Battles as it had to be got- 
ten out hurriedly.

Credit Banks Help Stockmen of Range 

States. 

Omaha, Jan. 17.—The federal intermedi- 
ate credit banks are now in a position to of- 
fer capital to the stockmen of the range 
states as well as to the farmers, J. C. Under- 
wood of Cheyenne, Wy., director in Wyom- 
ing for the Omaha Federal Land bank, told 
delegates attending the annual convention 
of the American National Live Stock Asso- 
ciation here today. 

“Any agency that has been securing re- 
discounts through the war finance corpora- 
tion is now eligible to do business with the 


counting agencies for cattle paper from 
time on. It is the hope of those who are 
charged with the administration of the in- 
ermediate credit banks to make them as 
productive of good to the agricultural in- 
terests of the country as safe loaning con- 
ditions will allow. 

“To the stockman we are prepared to 
bring a capital that will be safe and de- 
pendable, and in which his opportunities for 
renewal wi!l be safe where he shows he is 
able to handle his business. The farmer 
who has crops threshed and ready for mar- 
ket where these may be in warehouses may 
obtain a fair loan upon such crops for a 
period that will carry him to a reasonable 
and remunerative market.” 

Up until Jan. 29, 1928, the intermediate 
credit banks had made loans of $42,617,718, 
the speaker said, adding that “as time goes 
on and people better understand the nature 
of their operations, their usefulness will in- 
crease.” It was not the purpose of the 
banks to compete with commercial banks, 
but rather to stimulate them. “We would 
prefer to have bankers organize the redis- 
counting agencies because we feel their 
thorough familiarity with all forms of pa- 
per makes them better versed in preparing 
such papers for the needs of the borrow- 
ers,” he said.—Ex.

Following a questionnaire study of live 
stock feeding problems and how farmers are 
meeting them, made by the United States 
Department of Agriculture during the sum- 
mer, the department is receiving numerous 
comments on the subject. Among those re- 
cently made was one containing the exper- 
iences of a Kansas farmer who considered 
abrupt changes in feeding, poor combina- 
tions of feed, and insufficient water to be 
the principal mistakes commonly made in 
feeding. Seeing live stock sold on the open 
_market was to this farmer a means of con- 
cluding also that live stock of improved 
breeding made greater gains and produced 
more than ccmmon stock fed in the same 
wav. In the experience of this farmer the 
improved live stock was 25 per cent more 
profitable from a feeding standpoint. ~ 
An eastern dairyman relates how he im- 
proved his dairy feeding methods by the 
better feeding of dry cows and by supply- 
ine silage during summer months. Feeding 
according to production and condition has 
likewise been beneficial. This farmer, in

The desire of practical live stock owners 
as well as agricultural extension workers to 
take an active part in spreading the mess- 
age of “Better Sires—Better Stock” is evi- 
dent from frequent letters received by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

“I am in the cattle business,” a Montana 
stockman writes, “and use pure bred sires, 
but there are still a good many people us- 
ing serub bulls in this part of the country. 
I would gladly work in conjunction with 
someone in getting the people interested 
and show them the great results from us- 
ing pure bred sires, and for all time do 
away with the scrub animal which is such a 
drag on the pocketbook.” 

This live stock owner asked how better- 
sires work is conducted in other places and 
was given that information. A Nebraska 
farmer who also desired to participate in 
the work reported that he was disposing 
of his last grade bull. 

The manager of a large live stock farm 
in Indiana recently notified the department 
that he had sold his scrub boar which is to 
be replaced by a pure bred, and henceforth 
all his live stock breeding operations will 
be on a strictly pure bred-sire basis.

Taxation of Pure Bred Live Stock. 


In response to an inquiry from the secre- 
tary of an assessment commission in Con- 
necticut, the United States Department of 
Agriculture advises a policy of assessing 
pure bred cattle at little, if any, higher than 
grade cattle for the purpose of local taxa- 
tion. The inquiry also asks for information 
on the policy of the United States Govern- 
ment with regard to encouraging farmers 
to keep pure bred animals. 

The reply of A. T. Semple, a live stock 
specialist of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, on this question which is believed to be 
of general interest, contains the following 
opinion: “Pure bred cattle should be asses- 


_ sed little, if any, higher than grade cattle 


for the purpose of local taxation, lest some- 
one be discouraged in keeping good cattle, 
which are of considerable value to a com- 
munity on account of their ability in most 
cases, to improve the common stock and 
thus increase the wealth of the community. 
The Department of Agriculture is trying to 
encourage farmers to keep good pure bred 
cattle. Regardless of their market value as 
pure breds, their value for improving the 
common stock of the countr yis being grad- 
ually increased as improvements are being 
made by selective breeding. Consequently, 
every reasonable effort should be made to 
encourage their production.”

Farm and Home Week 


By A. E. BRYAN 


Farm and Home week at the Iowa State 
College of Agriculture and Mechanical 
Arts, at Ames, Iowa, January 28th to Feb- 
ruary 2d attracted several of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders of Iowa, among whom were 
E. B. Saylor and wife and son, of Angus 
Acres, Van Wert; Ray Plummer, Marshall- 
town; and Dewitt Mallory, Hampton, Iowa. 


This week is surely a treat for all that 
are able to attend. The programs carried 
out are of an educational nature and the 
best obtainable talent is selected to give the 
lectures and demonstrations. At the close 
of each address or demonstration an open 
forum is held to answer any guestions that 
may be asked. For years the entire enroll- 
ment attended all lectures, but the attend- 
ance has increased to such a size that at 
present there are from six to a dozen meet- 
ings in progress all the time. 

The scheduled program included eighteen 
lectures on Agricultural Economics; fifteen 
lec:ures on Agricultural Engineering; for- 
ty-five lectures on Animal Husbandry; nine 
on Beekeeping; three on Botany; one on 
Electrical Engineering; twenty-seven on 
Farm Crops and Soils; five on Forestry; 
twenty-three on Home Economics; twenty 
on Horticulture; fourteen on Rural Organi- 
zation; five on Sociology and Rural Life; 
three on Trades and Industry; six on Vo- 
cational Education, and four on Zoology and 
Entomology. 

In addition to these daytime lectures and 
demonstrations were the evening mass 
meetings with musical concerts and com- 
munity singing, each evening followed by 
addresses by men of national prominence. 
Among the evening lecturers was O. E. 
Bradfute, of Chicago, Ill., President of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, per- 
haps better known to Aberdeen-Angus 
—— readers as O. E. Bradfute, Xenia, 

io. 

Tuesday, January 29th, was beef cattle 
day. There were six lectures, and demon- 
strations starting with a demonstration in 
market classification of live stock by Prof. 
M. D. Helser, in which he used a finished 
Aberdeen-Angus steer as a prime finished 
product, and a short fed Shorthorn for a 
medium finished steer, and an old canner 
cow for the common grade, explaining in 
each case the difference in the dressing 
qualities. He also gave pointers to use in 
grading cattle for market. 

Prof. C. J. Covault’s lecture on Diseases 
Affecting Breeding Cattle was confined en- 
tirely to the most vital topic to all cattle- 
men, the disease commonly called contag- 
ious abortion,—vital, because as Prof. Co- 
vault said of cattle breeders’ troubles, abor- 
tion is the chief. He however claims there 
is no such disease as contagious abortion, 
but that abortion is the result of a diseased 
condition of the uterus, advising sanitation 


‘above all cther things as a corrective and 


preventative. 

The demonstration conducted by Rex Ber- 
esford and Prof. Stephenson on Grades of 
Feeders and Finished cattle was very good, 
and was conducted with six Hereford steers 
that had been picked out of the Omaha 
Stock Yards purposely for this demonstra- 
tion, and were well chosen for the part they 
played. . 

There was a choice “finished” steer, and 
a corresponding “choice” feeder; a “medi- 
um” finished steer, and a “medium” feeder; 
and a “fair” finished steer and a “common” 
feeder.

ers especially and more especially among 
the range men where yearlings are now re- 
ailzing about double the value of their dams. 
Just what is a good typey Aberdeen-Angus 
cow worth to the average grain belt farm- 
er who desires to grow a good beef calf and 
at the same time expect the dam of the calf 
tomake good at the pail? The Journal be- 
lieves that cows of this quality are worth 
generally from $225 to $300.00 and that they 
are capable of returning good dividends on 
such an investment at this time.

Stable Ventilation Important. 

The stable may be warm but not well ven- 
tilated. Tuberculosis is too often brought 
on by confining cows in ill ventilated sta- 
bles. Formerly it was thought sufficient to 
stop up all entrances where the outside air 
could come in and have no overhead ventil- 
lation; this certainly kept the cows warm 
from the heat of their bodies and the ac- 
cumulation of their breath, but this course 
sadly vitiated the air. There is always dan- 
ger that there may be some germs of tuber- 
culosis floating in the air and with a good 
supply of oxygen, these germs can be killed 
in the lungs of the cattle, but with vitiated 
air it is another thing. Modern stables are 
arranged so that a current of pure air will 
circulate through the cow stables without 
materially lowering the temperature. See 
if you cannot make some improvement in 
your stable. Study the matter of proper 
ventilation. It is all important for the 
health of the cows.—Ex.

The receipts of 
cattle today at the stock yards amounted to 
1,000 head, and Mr. Wright’s sale was the 
peak of the day’s transactions. This sale

Another means of controlling lice ig to 
use the following prescription: One-thind 
ground sabadilla seed; one-third insect pow- 
der; one-third sulphur.

Warts. If your calf is troubled with 
waits, they can be removed by mixing sweet 
oil and sulphur to form a paste and apply- 
ing two or three times a day, until they drop 
off. Quite often warts are clipped off with 
shears and the stump painted with iodine. 
Some men twist warts off with their fingers 
and then paint the stub with iodine. Warts 
very rarely return when this practice is fol- 
lowed. 

Pink Eye. Occasionally a calf is bother. 
ed with pink eye. This can be controlled by 
having the following prescription filled by 
your druggist: F 

160 grains boric acid. 

16 grains zine sulfate. 

Drop this in the eye twice a day and iso- 
late him from the rest of the cattle. 

Some feeders buy yellow oxide of mer- 
curie ointment for pink eye. It comes in 
small tubes, and a little can be squeezed in 
the infected eye, under the eyelid, twice a 
day. The infected animal should always 
be kept from the rest of the herd, as the 
disease is highly infectious. 

Mange. Mange is caused by a mite which 
operates under the skin. A method of con- 
trol which has been very successful is as 
follows: Make a paste of powdered sulfur,

Summer Management—During the sum- 
mer months, when the weather is hot ard 
the flies are bad, the calf should be kept 
1 a cool, Carkened stall during the day, 
vith a blanket to further protect it from 
the flies, Aberdeen-Angus men_ blanket 
their cattle rather heavily. Some claim that 
weating them in this way softens their 
tides. A very serviceable blanket can be 
nade by ripping up some gunny sacks and 
ewing them together. The blanket should 
e fastened under the throat. A strip about

It will allow sufficient ventilation and keep 
out anything but a hard, driving rain from 
that direction. Calves do better if they are 
kept stalled during the whole of the feeding 
period. 

A good many of the younger feeders make 
the mistake of letting their calves have pas- 
ture. The results of the last two seasons 
have shown conclusively that calves do 
much better if they are never allowed any 
grass. True, they like it, but once they are 
on grass they lose their appetite for grain, 
and they must have grain to get fat, and 
they must be fat to sell well. A large num- 
ber of calves this past year were doing very 
nicely until they were allowed pasture, then 
their teeth got sore, they wouldn’t eat as 
they should, and they went to pieces gen- 
erally. So keep your calf off pasture. 

In the summer, when you have a day off 
now and then, take some clean water and 
tar soap and give him a thorough washing. 
Wet him down with a brush first, then lath- 
er him well, being careful to- keep the soap 
out of his eves. Rub the lather in with a 
brush, and lather again. After this, rinse 
him off with clean water, and be sure to 
get all of the soap out. Finish up by rub- 
bing the coat with your hand to get all the 
water possible out of his hair, and it will 
dry more quickly. 

Whenever you have a chance, lead your 
calf. If possible, face him uphill and teach 
him to stand with his legs under him. Don’t 
allow him to get the bad habit of stretch- 
ing out, as this will invariably make him 
sag in the back. Teach him to stand square- 
ly on all four legs, but don’t try to make 
him hold his head higher than it is natural 
for him to do. Lead the calf out and show 
him for all visitors on the place. This will 
give him some valuable training, and he 
will be used to people when it comes time 
for the big show. Another good thing to do 
is to lead him at night. This will give 
enough exercise to keep him on his feet. 

About two months before fair time, it will 
pay you to watch your calf’s middle. If he 
is getting at all paunchy and full in the 
middle, you will want to cut down on the 
amount of hay you are feeding. By doing 
this, you can give your calf a much trim- 
mer appearance, and when he is dressed out,

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there will be a lower percentage of waste. 
High dressing percentage is something ev- 
ery feeder and packer buyer gives much at- 
tention. The neat, trim, high-dressing calf 
always sells higher when he gets to market. 

It is well to let your calf have all the hay 
he wants up to the time mentioned, because 
it not only furnishes some gain, but it in- 
creases his capacity, and makes it possible 
for him to handle more grain. 

Fitting and Showing—If your animal is 
trained to lead and stand properly, about 
the only things necessary to do before the 
show are to wash it, polish the horns, see 
that its feet are not too long, and use the 
clippers. 

The tails of all breeds, with the exception 
of the Gailoway, should be clipped. The 
switch or trush is always left, beginning 
eight to ten inches from the tip of the tail, 
but the tail itself is clipped to the tail head, 
and if here is any long hair or signs of 
roughness here, it is also clipped. The heads 
of Angus are clipped, in addition to the tail, 
but the heads of Shorthorns, Herefords, and 
Galloways are never touched. 

If the calf has a nice coat, it may be that 
you will want to curl it, but this is a com- 
plicated operation to describe, and seeing it 
done is the best way to learn. 

There is one point which I should like to 
put in red print, and that is, stay on the left 
side of your calf when you hold or show 
him. Fully one-half the club members make 
the mistake of leading their calf with the 
left hand and of standing on the right side 
of him. This is poor showmanship, so learn 
to stand on his left side, and to lead him 
with your right hand. 

It may be well to say a few words about 
showing. There is so much to it that we 
hesitate a bit at just what to say, and what 
not to say. To begin with, it is something 
that you will not learn in a year. Only by 
long service in the show ring will you ever 
get to be a first rate show man. There are, 
however, certain points which it may be 
weil to emphasize here. In the first place, 
‘he animal, of course, must be clean. A 
good appearance goes a long way. 

In the second place, mind your own knit- 
ting. Don’t be gazing all over the place 
watching the other animal. You will have 
plenty to do if you keep your own animal 
standing squarely on his feet, and head and 
back well up. 

In the third place, watch the judge, and 
don’t go to sleep on the job. When the 
judge motions to lead the calves out and 
around, be on your toes and up and coming. 
This makes more of an impression on the 
judge than it would seem to do at first 
glance. In the words of the old Scotchman: 
“Keep one eye on the judge, and the other 
on the beast.” 

If your calf is low or weak in the back, 
keep turning him around, but arrange these 
turns when the judge isn’t looking at your 
calf, or the calf on either side. Remember, 
if your calf dcesn’t lead well, you will have 
just about three times the trouble with him 
that you would have had otherwise. 

And last, but not least, remember you are 
a cattleman and a gentleman. Always thank 
the man who hands you the ribbon, whether 
you receive first or last. If you think you 
might have been up a place or two, don’t 
crab about it. Remember that the judge 
has more of an opportunity than yourself 
to sell all the points for or against, and take 
his decision as final. 

Another thing, it is your calf—not you— 
on which the judge is placing the ribbon, 
and, if you want to display it, pin it on the 
calf’s halter, and not on yourself. 

Be a sport, a good loser, and, better yet, 


a good winner.
